Flick, rector of All Angels’ Church, 
Chicago, missionary in the Dioceses 
of Chicago, Milwaukee, Fon Du Lac, 
Quincy, and Springfield. 

Following the service, a dinner was 
served in the Parish House for the 
new priests, bishops, missionaries, 
and families.
